—The following rec- 
ommendations were adopted by the Ad 
Interim Committee for submission to the 
full Board of Trustees for a mail vote: 


1. It is the unanimous recommendation of 
the Ad Interim Committee that the Board 
of Trustees approve deferral of meeting of 
the House of Delegates scheduled for Sep- 
tember 17-19 until the ODT or other gov- 
ernment agencies will permit the holding of 
such a meeting. The Ad Interim Commit- 
tee suggests that an application then be made 
at the first opportunity. 


2. It was voted to recommend to the Board 
of Trustees that the officers and committees 
be requested to make annual reports, and 
that these annual reports be held on file at 
the Central Office until there is assurance of 
a meeting of the House of Delegates, at which 
time the proceedings will be printed for dis- 
tribution. 

3. The Ad Interim Committee has given 
consideration to the subject of a budget until 
the next meeting of the House of Delegates 
and has decided that resolutions 45 and 49, 
page 412 of the Transactions of the 86th An- 
nual Session, cover the subject completely and 
fully, unless further funds are needed in capi- 
tal or underwriting expenses, in which case 
a mail vote of the Board be taken. There- 
fore, the Board of Trustees must abide by the 
House action in this regard. 

“45. Be it further resolved that for the pe- 
riod from July 1, 1944, to the time of the 
next annual meeting of the House of Dele- 
gates, there are hereby made and authorized 
to be paid out of the corresponding fund ad- 
ditional appropriations bearing the same 
ratio proportion to the foregoing appropria- 
tions as the number of months within the 
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said period shall bear to twelve months. 

“49. That for the purposes and expenses 
by special permission of the Board of Trus- 
tees for the fiscal year from July 1, 1944, 
to June 30, 1945, there is hereby appropriated 
and authorized to be paid by such special 
permission of the Board of Trustees out of 
the General Fund the sum of $984.10.” 

4. The Ad Interim Committee recom- 
mends to the Board of Trustees that they 
approve a resolution as follows: 

“The Secretary and Business Manager are 
herewith directed not to authorize payment 
of expense vouchers for any activity if it en- 
croaches upon the fixed expenses of that ac- 
tivity in the budget, such as salaries, rent, 
etc.” 

5. The Ad Interim Committee requests the 
President to call a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees on October 19, 20 and 21, 1945 


* for the purpose of considering matters of gen. 


eral importance to the Association and to 
receive the report of the special committee 
of the Board to formulate rules; also for the 
transaction of such other necessary business 
as is officially to come before the Board. 

6. The Veterans Administration is seeking 
information from the various constituent so- 
cieties as to fee schedules to be used by them. 
It was the consensus of opinion of the Ad In- 
terim Committee that this survey should be 
made by the A.D.A. and it was voted that 
the matter of fee schedules of the Veterans 
Administration be referred to the Committee 
on Economics for study in cooperation with 
the constituent societies, calling to their atten- 
tion the action taken on fee schedules by the 
House of Delegates in connection with policies 
originally set up by the Council on Dental 
Health and its predecessor. 


MILITARY AFFAIRS 


A.D.A. Committee on Military Affairs Develops Program of 
Aid to Dental Officers 


The following statement has been is- 
sued by E. C. Lunsford, chairman, spe- 
cial committee on military affairs, which 
has been studying the problems of dental 
officers: 


Statement.—Since the creation of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service, many 
changes have taken place as to the status of 
the individual dentist. There were periods 
when the dental corps were closed and no 
commissions were available for dentists. Dur- 
ing these periods, the Procurement and As- 
‘' signment committees worked continually with 
Selective Service in an effort to avoid the 
induction of dentists as enlisted men where 
their professional skill would be wasted. Un- 
der certain Selective Service directives, there 
was little recourse for the local boards ex- 
cept to induct dentists of certain ages. The 
induction of many dentists as enlisted men 
was prevented by the Procurement and As- 
signment committees assuring Selective Serv- 
ice of the complete cooperation of the dental 
profession during this crisis. 

Through every means possible, all dentists 
in the United States were familiarized with 


the procurement program. There was a time 
when the state chairmen were asked to de- 
clare every man under 45 available for mili- 
tary service, which was the extreme from 
closing the dental corps to those desiring 
commissions. This is war and extremes had 
to be expected and it rested with the pro- 
curement committee to find a fair basis for 
recruiting dentists. 

The state and local committees have done 
everything possible to give information to all 
government agencies with regard to the den- 
tal profession or any particular dentist when- 
ever it has desired. 

At this time, the War Department through 
the Central Office of Procurement and As- 
signment is asking for up-to-date information 
that will help in determining which dentists 
will be returned to civilian practice in the 
near future. The information asked for is 
being compiled by the state chairmen with 
the aid of district and county chairmen and 
will be sent to Washington as quickly as it is 
received. 

We find many dentists who have been in 
service for several years who are suffering 
extreme hardships and our committee feels 
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that these men should be given careful con- 
sideration and that state chairmen should 
bring these cases to the attention of the ap- 
peal board when they are found. One of the 
strongest points on which a dental officer may 
be released from active duty is the number 
of dentists per capita in the area where the 
doctor may practice. Our committee has 
recommended that, wherever possible, dental 
officers’ applications for discharge be given 
first consideration when the state from which 
they volunteered furnished more than its 
quota of dentists. The War Department does 
not look with favor upon the release of men 
under the age of 39. It is hoped that, in the 
near future, the age will be lowered by lighter 
demands of the armed forces. 

We wish to again call to the attention of 
all dentists on the home front the necessity 
of not changing location for personal gain. 
By doing so, you may be the direct cause of 
a dentist who has been away from his home 
and family for several years being refused 
a release from active duty. To those who 
are in service, it must be gratifying to know 
that there has been almost 100 per cent co- 
operation in some states. The next two 
years will determine many things relative to 
our profession, and it is the belief of our com- 
mittee that the conduct of those of us who 
have remained at home will reflect direct re- 
sults upon the future of dentistry. 

Before you locate or relocate, consult the 
state chairman of your Procurement and As- 
signment Board, as they are making every 
effort for a fair distribution of dentists. Your 
complete cooperation is more necessary now 
than ever before. 


Policies Outlined for 
Commissions in Regular Services 


Many officers who entered the military 
service from civilian life, and who con- 
template making it their career, are in- 
terested in what the requirements may be 
for those desiring to hold commissions in 
the Regular Army. It is known that any 
number of studies have been made, but 
just what the final requirements will be 
is not known at the present time. From 
experience gained after World War I, 
the War Department does not want a 


corps of officers top heavy in rank or with 
too many in the older age brackets. 

One of the determining factors that 
will enter into the decision to take in 
officers in the regular services is age. 
Also adaptability for the service and pro- 
ficiency in their military field will have 
considerable to do in the final determina- 
tion. It is desired to have a corps of 
officers in their prime, and it is safe to 
say that Congress would not approve 
taking in many officers who would be 
up for retirement in a few years. Prob- 
ably very few officers over 45 years of 
age will be taken into the regular service; 
and, in keeping with the desire, both in 
and out of Congress, to have a corps of 
officers physically fit, the prediction is 
made that the majority of officers taken 
into the Regular Army after the war will 
be under 35 years of age. 
Navy.—Regulations to govern permanent 
appointment of Naval Reserve officers 
and temporary officers of the Regular 
Navy to commissioned grades in the 
permanent peacetime establishment have 
been under consideration by the chief 
of naval personnel and the Secretary of 
the Navy since their preparation by a 
board of line and staff officers of the 
regular and reserve branches of the per- 
sonnel. 

Although it is understood that they 
will be subject, perhaps, to amendment 
before they are sent to Congress, it seems 
that they are, in general, approved by 
the naval authorities. 


A bill to authorize such appointments 
to the Regular Navy has been drafted 
and sent to the Bureau of the Budget for 
the approval that is necessary in order 
that the measure may become an author- 
ized departmental project. The bill is 
simply an enabling one, but, when it 
goes to the congressional naval commit- 
tees, it will be accompanied by regula- 
tions agreed to in the Navy Department, 
that members of the committee may be 
informed of the methods that it is pro- 
posed to pursue in determining eligibility 
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for and in making the appointments. 

There is discussion in ‘the Navy De- 
partment about the changes that should 
be made in the now suspended naval 
promotion laws, and several drafts of 
legislation on that subject have been pre- 
pared. It is apparent that final conclu- 


. sion as to the nature of that legislation 


cannot be made until appointments of 
reservists to the permanent establishment 
are under way and have reached those 
numbers that will show the rank and 
lineal positions of them among the present 
regular officer personnel. Obviously, the 
combined commissioned personnel will 
not reach that state until some time after 
the appointment process gets under way, 
and. probably not until after formal 
declaration of termination of the war. 


‘Senate Condemns “Leisurely” 


Release of Army Physicians 


Claiming that the number of physi- 
cians in the Army is out of proportion 
to the number found in civilian life and 
that “the Army is way overstaffed in 
Europe,” a subcommittee composed of 
Senators Sheridan Downey, California, 
E. C. Johnson, Colorado, and Chan 
Guerney, South Dakota, members of the 
Senate Military Committee, called on 
the War Department through its wit- 
nesses to overcome its “leisurely attitude” 
toward the problem of demobilizing phy- 
sicians and expedite their return to ci- 
vilian life. 

The committee met July 11 to carry 
out the provisions of S. Res. 134 to in- 
vestigate “the relative needs of the 
armed forces and the civilian popula- 
tion for the services of medical person- 
nel” with a view to hastening their re- 
turn to civilian life. 

Brig. Gen. Robert W. Berry, repre- 
senting the War Department, disclosed 
plans to release 7,000 doctors by next 
May, but he insisted, under committee 
prodding, that he was unable to guar- 


antee earlier demobilization of all of 
them. 

Some sort of priority might be work 
out to hasten their return from Europe, 
he said, pledging to do “all we can to 
get them out as soon as possible.” 

Senator Johnson, demanding “prompt 
release of these 7,000 doctors,” declared 
that “the leisurely attitude of the Army 
toward this problem is something that 
this committee ought not to accept lying 
down.” 

While General Berry denied that the 
Army’s approach was “leisurely,” Mr, 
Johnson said: that was “the right word” 
and complained that “nothing had hap- 
pened” since V-E day to bring about 
the doctors’ release. 

Senator Downey, committee chairman 
and sponsor of the inquiry into com- 
parative Army and civilian medical serv- 
ices, said testimony that “the Army is 
way overstaffed with doctors in Europe” 
would be presented later. 

General Berry said that on June 27 
the War Department radioed the com- 
manders in the European and Mediter- 
ranean theaters suggesting that they 
could spare some doctors in view of the 
“reduced load” after V-E Day. 

The commander of the European thea- 
ter, he said, replied in effect that he 
could see no “possibility of giving us 
these additional people immediately.” 
General Berry added, however, that “we 
are not going to accept that as a final 


reply.” 


Army Reports Death of 
Two Dental Officers 


The deaths of Capt. Leonard A. Haen 
(DC), St. Cloud, Minn., and of Capt. 
Meyer M. Frank (DC), New Castle, Pz., 
have been reported by the Dental Divi- 
sion, Office of the Surgeon General. Cap- 
tain Haen was killed in action June 16 
in the Pacific area. Captain Frank died 
March 16 while at sea in an American 
area, 
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Navy Studies Plan to 
Release Older Officers 


The Navy announced July 24 that it 
is considering a plan for releasing a lim- 
ited number of older reserve officers 
and enlisted men under a formula which 
will allow credit only for age and length 
of service. Only 30,000 officers and 
men will be released by next December 
under this program if it becomes effec- 
tive, the Navy said. 

The plan will not apply at present to 
the Medical, Dental and Chaplain Corps 
because of the shortage of personnel for 
these branches, but may be extended to 
them later if the shortages are overcome, 
the Navy said. 

The Navy insisted that the plan, which 

gives no weight to combat service or de- 
pendency in selecting those eligible for 
release, is not a demobilization program 
similar to the point system under which 
the Army is discharging 4,000 troops a 
day. 
Formula.—The projected formula pro- 
vides a varying list of minimum credits 
necessary for discharge. One service 
credit will be given for each four months 
of active duty since September 1, 1939. 
The service credits thus computed will 
be added to a man’s age to determine 
his total credit score. 

The credit score necessary for release 
will vary from fifty-three for inductees 
and reserve officers to fifty-seven for 
reserve officers in the Civil Engineer 
Corps. The difference in credits reflects 
varying shortages of man power in vari- 
ous branches of service, the Navy said. 

Under the credit system, reserve offi- 
cers who have been on active duty since 
September 1, 1939, will be eligible for 
discharge at the age of 36. The mini- 
mum discharge age for inductees, if they 
were in the first draft call, will be 39. 
Credits.—_The minimum of fifty-three 
credits will apply to reserve line officers, 
enlisted reservists, inductees and enlisted 
regulars whose enlistments have expired. 


Reserve officers in the Supply Corps will 
need fifty-five credits for release. 

Like the Army demobilization pro- 
gram, the Navy’s will also bar the dis- 
charge of officers eligible for release 
under the formula whose commanding 
officers declare them to be essential and 
not replaceable. Others may be forced 
to remain on duty ninety days, until a 
replacement is trained. 

The Navy emphasized that the plan is 
designed to permit the return to civilian 
life of only those officers and men who 
can best be spared. No weight could 
be given to factors other than age and 
length of service without releasing men 
needed to maintain the operating effi- 
ciency of the fleet, the Navy said. 


Congress Considers Tax 
Cut for War Veterans 


A bill (H.R.3745), introduced by Rep. 
James Domengeaux, Louisiana, proposes 
a modification of income tax ‘provisions 
for veterans of this war. Under its pro- - 
visions, the veteran would not be liable 
for any income tax during the first year 
of his return to civil life. The second 
year his liability would be 25 percent 
of the full tax owed and, in the third 
year, this liability would increase to 50 
per cent of the full tax. .

Raymond E. Myers Appointed

Dr. Brandhorst, 
who was graduated from Washington 
University in dentistry in 1915, will de- 
vote part-time to his new duties and will 
also continue in practice. He joined 
the faculty at Washington as an assistant

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in histology in 1915. From 1918 to 1930, 
he was professor of dental histology and, 
from 1925 to 1933, professor of ortho- 
dontics.

PUBLIC HEALTH 


A.M.A. Adopts Broad Program 
for Extension of Medical Care 


A “constructive program for medical 
care” has been adopted by the Council 
on Medical Service and Public Rela- 
tions and the Board of Trustees of the 
American Medical Association. The pro- 
gram supports improvement in nutrition, 
housing and living conditions as funda- 
mental to good health. State surveys 
“to establish the need for additional 
medical care” and “federal aid to states 
where definite need is demonstrated” are 
two other points of the fourteen point 
program. 

The text of the platform follows: 


Preamble.—The physicians of the United 
States are interested in extending to all peo- 
ple in all communities the best possible medi- 
cal care. The Constitution of the United 
States, the Bill of Rights and the “American 
Way of Life” are diametrically opposed to 
regimentation or any form of totalitarianism. 
According to available evidence in surveys, 
most of the American people are not in- 
terested in testing in the United States experi- 
Ments in medical care which have already 
failed in regimented countries. 

The physicians of the United States, 
through the American Medical Association, 
have stressed repeatedly the necessity for ex- 
tending to all corners of this great country 
the availability of aids for diagnosis and 
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treatment, so that dependency will be mini- 


' mized and independence will be stimulated. 


American private enterprise has won and is 
winning the greatest war in the world’s his- 
tory. Private enterprise and initiative mani- 
fested through research may conquer cancer, 
arthritis and other as yet unconquered 
scourges of humankind. Science, as history 
well demonstrates, prospers best when free 
and unshackled. 

Program.—The physicians represented by the 
American Medical Association propose the 
following constructive program for the exten- 
sion of improved health and medical care to 
all the people: 

1. Sustained production leading to better 
living conditions with improved housing, nu- 
trition and sanitation which are fundamental 
to good health; we support progressive action 
toward achieving these objectives. 

2. An extended program of disease pre- 
vention with the development or extension 
of organizations for public health service so 
that every part of our country will have such 
service, as rapidly as adequate personnel can 
be trained. 

3. Increased hospitalization insurance on a 
voluntary basis. 

4. The development in or extension to all 
localities of voluntary sickness insurance plans 
and provision for the extension of these 
plans to the needy under the principles al- 
ready established by the American Medical 
Association. 

5. The provision of hospitalization and 
medical care to the indigent by local authori- 
ties under voluntary hospital and sickness in- 
surance plans. 

6. A survey of each state by qualified in- 
dividuals and agencies to establish the need 
for additional medical care. 

7. Federal aid to states where definite need 
is demonstrated, to be administered by the 
proper local agencies of the states involved 
with the help and advice of the medical pro- 
fession. 

8. Extension of information on these plans 
to all the people with recognition that such 
voluntary programs need not involve increased 
taxation. 

g. A continuous survey of all voluntary 
plans for hospitalization and illness to de- 
termine their adequacy in meeting needs and 
maintaining continuous improvement in qual- 
ity of medical service. 
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10. Discharge of physicians: from the 
armed services as rapidly as is consistent with 
the war effort in order to facilitate redistri- 
bution and relocation of physicians in areas 
needing physicians. 

11. Increased availability of medical edu- 
cation to young men and women to provide a 
greater number of physicians for rural areas. 

12. Postponement of consideration of revo- 
lutionary changes while 60,000 medical men 
are in the service voluntarily and while 12,- 
000,000 men and women are in uniform to 
preserve the American democratic system of 
government: 

13. Adoption of federal legislation to pro- 
vide for adjustments in draft regulation which 
will permit students to prepare for and con- 
tinue the study of medicine. 

14. Study of postwar medical personnel re- 
quirements with special reference to the needs 
of the veterans’ hospitals, the regular army, 
navy and United States Public Health Serv- 
ice.

b. Graduates who formerly held com- 
missions as 2nd lieutenants MAC, AUS, 
or graduates (A.S.T.P.) whose applica- 
tions have been disapproved previously. 

c. Graduates who have applied for 
commission in the Dental Corps, United 
States Naval Reserve, will not be proc- 
essed for appointment in the Army 
pending final action on their applica- 
tions by the Navy Department. 

Procedure in Making Application for 
Commission. 1. Graduates holding in- 
active MAC, AUS commissions will be 
furnished appropriate application forms 
and instructions by the S.G.O. Grad- 
uates in this category who fail to re- 
ceive application forms within one week 
following graduation should write the 
Surgeon General for instructions. 

2. Inducted dentists should make ap- 
plication through their commanding 
officer in accordance with the provisions 
of Army Regulations 605-10 dated May 
26, 1944. 

3. Graduates referred to in paragraph 
3 above (What Dentists Are Eligible for 
Appointment?) who are interested in an 


appointment should’ write direct to the

each candidate in this category from the 
Procurement and Assignment Service, 
War Manpower Commission. If the 
candidate is declared available by Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service, War 
Manpower Commission, the Surgeon 
General will request the processing of 
his application on Form OPS-2, and the 
applicant will be contacted by the Office 
Procurement District office nearest his 
home. Candidates will submit the fol- 
lowing: 


(a) Evidence of honorable discharge: 


from A.S.T.P. 
(b) Evidence of-graduation from an 
approved dental school. 


Foreign Assignments Ordered for 
Men Not Having Overseas Service 


The Secretary of War on July 9 or- 
dered that qualified male officers and 
enlisted men serving in the Zone of the 
Interior who have not served a mini- 
mum of six months overseas be replaced 
by May 1, 1946, and given foreign as- 
signments to the maximum extent that 
replacements become available through 
the return of overseas veterans. 

A War Department order to the com- 
manding generals of the Army Ground 
Forces, the Army Service Forces and 
the Army Air Forces stated that as 
rapidly as possible all operating jobs in 
the Zone of the Interior are to be filled 
by returnees, civilians, personnel physi- 
cally disqualified for overseas service, 
overage personnel, female military per- 
sonnel and those specifically exempt from 
Overseas service. 

While all physically qualified male 
military personnel are affected by this 
policy, special emphasis will be placed 
on men and officers under 35 years of 
age. 

_ Officers and enlisted men not included 
in the order are special groups specifi- 
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cally exempted by the War Department; 
enlisted men over 38 years of age unless 
they request overseas assignment in 
writing; physically disqualified officers 
and enlisted men, and sole surviving sons 
exempt under the War Department's 
nonhazardous duty policy. 


Army Reveals Dental Infection and 
Injury Rates in Various Theaters 


The Army has recently released the 
following statement on dental infection 
and injury rates in the various theaters 
of war: 


Vincent’s stomatitis, or trench mouth, has 
presented no serious problem during this war, 
either overseas or in the United. States. Ex- 
cept in the European Theater, the rates in 
overseas theaters have been consistently lower 
than in the Zone of the Interior. After a 
sharp rise in March and April of 1943, the 
overseas rate fluctuated about an average of 
only 2.5 per thousand per month until Feb- 
ruary and March of this year, when it fell to 
around 1.5. The overseas incidence is usually 
higher in areas where troops are in relatively 
close contact with the civilian population. 
The rate of admission in the United States has 
generally run higher, in some months even 
reaching a level two or three times that for 
overseas. In this war, there is no evident 
relationship between combat and the fre- 
quency of Vincent’s stomatitis. 

In contrast, the rate for fractured jaws 
does reflect combat activity to a marked de- 
gree. The perpendicular rise in jaw frac- 
tures overseas during June and July 1944 
vividly portrays the invasion of the Continent. 
During the early part of that year, the Medi- 
terranean Theater had high rates, ranging 
from 15 to 23 per hundred thousand, while, 
in the remaining theaters, rates were well 
below 10. The Mediterranean rate fell rapidly 
after November 1944, while the European 
Theater maintained rates of 15 to 26 through- 
out the latter half of that year. The rate 
for the Southwest Pacific Area has fluctuated 
widely, but has never exceeded 18. The 
United States level has ranged narrowly be- 
tween the low rates of 5 and 8 per hundred 
thousand. 

Cellulitis, a result of dental infection, has 
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been slightly more frequent among overseas 


troops during 1943 and 1944 than among 


troops in the Zone of the Interior. After its 
rise to a peak of 24 per hundred thousand 
per month in April 1944, the overseas rate 
declined to approximately that for the United 
States. The high rates in January and April 
1944 resulted from increases in the European 
Theater during the preinvasion months when 
large numbers of U. S. troops arrived in Eng- 
land. In April, the European rate had risen 
to a figure as high as 40. There is no ap- 
parent relationship between the rate for cellu- 
litis and combat activity. 


Six Army Dental Officers 
Receive Military Honors 


Six dental officers have been given 
various military awards according to a 
recent release from the Dental Division, 
Office of the Surgeon General. The 
Legion of Merit was awarded to four 
officers, the Soldier’s Medal and the Sil- 
ver Star to one each. 

Legion of Merit.—Richard E. Barnes, 
Captain, Dental Corps, Medical Detach- 
ment, 753d Railway Shop Battalion, for 
exceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services in 
Italy from March 14 to November 25, 
1944. As Dental Officer of the 753d 
Railway Shop Battalion, Captain Barnes’ 
tireless energy and exceptional profes- 
sional ability. made available the highest 
type of dental service to the men in his 
own unit and those of many surrounding 
installations as well. Upon arrival of 
his unit in Italy, Captain Barnes had the 
task of providing dental service for a 
force of 700 to 1,500 men and officers, 
but by reason of the thoroughness of his 
dental surveys and infinite capacity for 
work, almost all of those men had the 
advantage of his efforts. Captain Barnes’ 
technical and professional knowledge 
of his work selflessly devoted to serving 
the dental problems of his command con- 
tributed immeasurably to the morale and 
efficiency of the unit and reflects great 
credit upon himself and the Dental 


Corps of the Army of the United States, 
Entered service from Cleveland, Ohio, 

Victor H. Dietz, Major, Dental Corps, 
Army of the United States. For excep- 
tionally meritorious conduct in the per. 
formance of outstanding services from 
April to November 1944. 

Milton S. Wirtz, Major, Dental Corps, 
Army of the United States. For excep- 
tionally meritorious conduct in the per- 
formance of outstanding services from 
January to November 1944. 

Reuben T. Crawford, Captain, Dental 
Corps, First Armored Division, for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services in 
North Africa and Italy from January 1, 
1943 to July 8, 1944. As Dental Officer 
for the Sixth Armored Infantry Regi- 
ment, Captain Crawford served also as 
an Assistant Medical Officer, command- 
ing an armored half-track ambulance 
engaged in the evacuation of wounded 
personnel under combat conditions, and 


-his courage, enthusiasm and devotion to 


duty were always in evidence. With 
complete disregard for his own safety, 
he refused to take cover in the face of 
repeated enemy air attacks in order to 
care for the wounded, and, during the 
Maknassy engagement, he took his ambu- 
lance through direct enemy fire to the 
Second Battalion, which had suffered 
heavy casualties, and gave them assist- 
ance at a critical time. Appointed Division 
Dental Officer, until a rotation replace- 
ment arrived, he organized, equipped 
and operated the First Armored 
Division Mobile Prosthetic Clinic, using 
captured German equipment as a basis 
and captured German dental supplies 
when no American supplies were avail- 
able. Operating far in advance of hos- 
pitals equipped to give prosthetic service, 
this clinic has produced monthly between 
thirty and thirty-five new dentures, re- 
paired six to twenty-five dentures, and 
replaced a limited number of gold 
bridges, inlays and similar devices, thus 
saving men for duty at a critical time

when trained personnel were priceless. 
The work of Captain Crawford both as 
Assistant Medical Officer and as Dental 
Officer has been outstanding and by his 
initiative, exceptional courage, spirit of 
self-sacrifice and concern for the welfare 
of others has brought great credit upon 
himself and the Dental Corps of the 
United States. Entered service from 
Pulaski, Tenn. 

Silver Star.— Mitchel Sack, DC, Captain, 
157th Infantry Regiment, for gallantry 
in action on August 28, 1944 near Alex, 
France. When a direct hit on the bat- 
talion aid station caused the death of 
the battalion surgeon, Captain Sack, As- 
sistant Regimental Dental Officer, took 
his place and worked throughout a long 
period of heavy shelling, administering 
aid to the wounded, giving plasma, and 
putting the wounded men at ease. When 
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the last of the wounded had been cared 
for and evacuated, Captain Sack moved 
immediately to another aid station, where 
he cared for more casualties, which had 
been brought in from an adjacent battle- 
field. 

Captain Sack’s gallantry under fire 
was responsible for prompt medical 
attention for the wounded and is in keep- 
ing with the highest traditions of the 
Army of the United States. Entered 
military service from Central Falls, R. I. 
Soldier’s Medal.— Kenneth E. Drown, 
Captain (then First Lieutenant), Dental 
Corps, gist Armored Field Artillery Bat- 
talion, for courageous conduct at about 
1,300 hours, February 17, 1943, in the 
vicinity of Sebeitla, Tunisia. While serv- 
ing in his capacity as Dental Officer of 
an Armored Field Artillery Battalion, 
he went to the aid of an American sol- 
dier who, seeking shelter from an enemy 
air attack, had fallen into a 120-foot dry 
well, thinking it to be a shallow depres- 
sion. 

Hearing the cries of an injured 
man, Captain Drown secured a half- 
track vehicle equipped with a winch and 
courageously and with utter disregard 
for his personal safety lowered himself 
on the cable to the bottom of the well. 
By means of the cable, he raised the in- 
jured man to the surface. In so doing, 
Captain Drown very nearly lost his own 
life when the hand with which he was 
maintaining his balance while riding the 
cable was on the verge of being severed 
by becoming caught between the cable 


» and rim of the wall. He gave the order 


to stop the cable just in time to prevent 
this. With the aid of a rope, he raised 
himself the rest of the distance and then 
brought the injured soldier to the sur- 
face. 

The soldier died as a result of his fall, 
however. Captain Drown’s great cour- 
age and concern for his fellow soldier 
reflect great credit upon himself and his 
unit. Entered Military Service from 
Seward, Nebr, 
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Army Reveals Data on 
Denture Construction 


Only two new dentures per thousand 
men were constructed in the continental 
United States during January 1942 by 
Army dental officers, according to a re- 
cent issue of the Army Medical Bulletin.* 
One year later, the rate had increased to 
8.3; two years later, it was 16.2, and in 
January 1945, it was 14.9. An all-time 
high was recorded during April 1944 
of 19.95. The overseas rates started at 
1.5 and advanced to 4.7 by March 1944. 
The overseas figures during the past year 
have been about 4 per thousand per 
month. 

During 1942, about twice as many 
partial dentures were made (total Army) 
as full dentures, and by January 1944, 
the partial denture load had doubled. 
In January 1944 (total Army), about 
2.20 full dentures were constructed per 
thousand men per month as compared to 
9.71 partial. During the last quarter of 
1944 (total Army), the rates were re- 
duced to 1.9 full dentures and 7.58 par- 
tial dentures per thousand men” per 
month. |
